TO INDICTED FOR W P A 
STRIKE VIOLENCE 


|Federal Grand Jury Acts After 
| Four Weeks’ Inquiry Into 
Minneapolis Killings. 


ST. PAUL, Aug. 19 (AP) —Crim- 
inal indictments were returned 
against an estimated 70 defendants 
by the Federal grand jury here 
yesterday as an outgrowth of the 
recent riotous-WPA strike in Min- 
nea polis. 

Based on_strike violence climaxed 
by the death of two persons and in- 
jury of many others, the indict- 


ments charge violation of Section 
28 of the 1939 emergency relief act, 
which makes it a felony to prevent 
Federal work relief clients from 
obtaining their relief benefits. 

All secret because none of the 
defendants is under arrest, the in- 
dictments were returned in a re 
port to Judge Robert G. Beil. 

Immediately following the report, 
work was started issuing bench 
warrants for the arrest of those 
named. 

The grand jury's action followed 
an investigation of four weeks, 
during which scores of witnesses 
were called. These included many 
women workers in the WPA sewing 
project in Minneapolis, around 
which most of the violence oc- 
curred, policemen, Federal investi- 
gators and others. 

The same secrecy which cloaked 
the investigation, during which 
newspaper men and the public were 
barred from the floor of the 


the 
masked 
ments. 

Not only were the names of those 
indicted withheld, but United States 
Attorney Victor Anderson explained 
he was not empowered to give out 
the exact number. 

Violence first occurred in the 
strike July 10, when about 1000 
pickets thronged around the sew- 
ing project and clashed with police 
escorting workers out of the place. 
John Gearty, a policeman, died a 
short time later of a heart attack, 
after he had scuffled with demon- 
strators. 

On July 14, when the sewing pro}- 
ect was reopened, a fight occurred, 
and one man was killed, nine per- 
sons were shot and eight others in- 
jured by rocks or temporarily blind- 
ed by tear gas

Shoun of course, may pay the 
penalty of doing too much work 
in the bull pen. Too frequently 
the front office forgets all those 
relief jobs and points only to the 
scarcity of games won when it’s 
contract time, but in this case 
Shoun may get a break, for 
Breadon recently remarked on 
the fine work and spirit of the 
southpaw. 

Until he learns to pace himself 
over the 9-inning route, however, 
Shoun won’t have much luck as 
a starter.
